CARE OF CHILDREN’S 
EYES. 


—- 
Te ever-increasing number of spectacled 


children that are to be seen in our 


towns makes one pause to consider 


whether these little ones are all the victims 
of naturally defective eyesight or whether— 
through preventive causes—their eyes have 
become strained and weakened, and thus 
artificial aid to sight has. become necessary. 


The modern child uses his eyes for so many 


purposes, and close-up work of all kinds 
entails special focussing which, if continued 
too long, will possibly result in strain and 
fatigue. Any occupation which calls for close 
vision, such as writing, reading, drawing, 
etc., should, therefore, E followed by a task 
which allows for a change of “range,” thus 
— the eye nerves and cells. 

A child should be carefully watched to see 
that close work is not held too near to the 
face. It should always be held at least twelve 
inches from the eyes. Small children especially 
tend to hold the k close to the face, but 
this habit should b tropgly discouraged. 

Modern artificial hghting is one of the most 
potent causes of bad evesight. Over-illumina- 
tion and glare puts an intolerable strain on 
the delicate eye nerves, and no child—or 
adult either for that matter—should be 
sii to work under a strong and unshaded 
ight. 

Simple rules—if observed—will do much to 
gard the children’s eves from injury :'— 

(1) It is most important never io allow a 
child to face the light when doing any close 
work. ‘lhe light should always fall over the 
shoulder—if possible, over the lef, shoulder 
for right-hand work, and vice versa where the 
left hand is being used. : 

(2) Never let a child sit near an unshaded 
electric bulb of high power. ee 

(ó) Equally necessary is it to avoid in. 
adequate lighting, and reading or working in 
twilight is to be strongly deprecated, 

(4) Pay special |\attention to the nufsery 
lighting, both natural and artificial. 

(5) Never let children read or look at pic- 
tures laid out on the floor,. nor read in

These things tend to dis- 
tort the eyes and produce refractive errors. 

(á) Children should never be allowed te 
read in a moving vehicle, as this again 
results in strained muscles. 

The. avoidance of such dangers as these 
will do much to preserve the eye sight. 

It is wise, too, to get the children to appre- 
ciate the precious gift of sight, and to thus 
ensure their co-operation in guarding their 
eves. 

Children find it great fun to roll their 
eyes—‘‘ like the wniggers do,’ round and 
round, first one way and then the other—and 
while they are laughing at each other they 
are helping to strengthen their own eve 
muscles, increase the blood supply, and 
massage the nerves. 

If simple, but wise, care is thus taken both 
at home and in school, there should be less 
need of spectacles, and hettar vieron

THE IDEAL HOME. - 


ae , 
SOME ESSENTIAL THINGS. 
Some of the conditions of the ideal home 
were described by Captain R. Reiss, of the 
Garden City and Town-Planning Association, 
in an address to the Winter School of Women 
Sanitar¥? Inspectors and Health Visitors at 
Bedford College for Women, Regent’s Park, 
London. 
Captain Reiss maintained that the ideal 
home, in the first place, should be planned so 
as to get a sufficient amount of air, space, and 
sunlight. It should also be planned so as to 
save the housewife all unnecessary work. “ in 
planning a house,' he said. ‘‘ we should try to 
consider all the operations of the family which 
is to live in it during the twenty-four hours 
of the day, and we should try to make tlie 
various phases of life in the home as comfort- 
able as possible. One important thing that 1s 
often forgotten. by those who plan houses 1s 
the necessary accommodation for a perambu 
lator. Provision | should be made for the 
‘pram’ to run with perfect ease into the 
hall.” 
The narrow frontages of many of the build 
ings which were now being put up tended to 
produce the general effect of crowding and 
lack of air and sunshine. An eff@{t was now 
being miade in London to follow on the lines 
of New York, by putting up high block build- 
ings. One of the disadvantages of these high 
buildings Was that in most cases no sun was 
able to penetrate, at any time of the day, the 
windows of the lower fleors. Dealing with 
shim areas, Captain Reiss said that, as a 
temporary measure, a certain amount could be 
done by improving the present dwellings, 
instead of clearing them away. 
In answer to questions asked by the 
students, he said that the size of the main 
living room in a house should not be less than 


180 square feet.

ENGLISH REGISTRAR- 
GENERAL’S RETURNS. 


BIRTHS, MARRIAGES AND 
DEATHS. 


The Registrar-General for England and 
Wales has issued his statistical review for the 
year 1924, which contains interesting returns 
of population, births, marriages, and deaths. 
From these it appears that the estimated 
population of England and Wales at June 30, 
1924. was 38,746,000, as against 38,403,000 in 
1923, an increase of 343,000. The births re- 
gistered in'the year 1924 totalled 729,935, re- 
presenting a rate of 18.8 per 1,000 of the 
population, which was 0.9 pe 1,000 below the 
rate for 1923. and, with the exception of the 
war years, 1917-1918, the lowest record. 

The deaths numbered 475,235, and corre- 
sopnded toa rate of 12.2 per 1,000, or 0.6 more 
than that for 1903, which, was the lowest on 
record. 1.047 male children were born to 
every 1,000 females. 

The marriages registered in England and 
Wales during tle year 1924 numbered 296,416, 
corresponding to a rate of 15.3 persons married 
per 1,000 of the population. They show an in- 
crease of 4,008 over 1925.

“ SYNTHETIC WOOL.” 


ITALIAN COMPANY’S 
EXPERIMENT. 


The company manufacturing the ‘‘synthetic 
wool” which Sir Frank Heath, Secretary to 
the British Department of Scientific and In- 
dustrial Research, spoke of in a speech at 
Melbourne, is Italian—the Snia-Viscose, with 
which is connected the Snia-Fil. 

Quantities have already been exported to 
the United States. 

Chemically, said an authority, the new 
material, which has the “ feel ” of lamb’s 
wool, was the same as artificial silk. 

The price of the new material is expected 
in the United States to be about half that 
of real wool fibre, although in its present 
stage of production it can - compared only 
with low grade sheep s wool. 

The Department has not yet begun in- 
vestigating the possibilities of this new 
material.

The toast, *‘ The Irish Free State,” was 
proposed by Mr. Arthur J. Newman. | He 
saia that he was confident that in wishing 
the Free State a great and glorious future he 
was voicing the feelings and expressing the 
sentiments of every Jewish man and woman 
who resided within its shores. (Ajpplause.) 

Mr. W. Sears, T.D., replying, said that 
the Irish and the Jews had always got on 
very well together in the past, and he hoped 
that that State of things would continue in 
the future, Everyone would get a fair chance 
in the Free State. There was a great deal to 
he done for industries. The British Army 
had been withdrawn from the Free State, 
and he hoped that the goods of England and 
of every jother country would also be with- 
drawn, that the men and women of the 
country Of every grade and class would be 
employed| in producing the goods now 
dumped in the country -by foreign countries.

Fashion's vagaries have had 
effect on trade ins Ulster during the past 
year. By far the most remarkable, as well 
as regrettable, is the closing down of a 
firm in Derry which manufactured corsets. 
Corsets are now taboo, Woman's whim fot 
a trim waist has really been the cause of it 
all. In other words, what is known as the 
slim silhouette—so much desired by women— 
as sounded ihe death knell of the corset 
that the modern woman's mother wore, ' 
Ulster girls, however, are not, altogether 
he baine i sd meá Feá the corsets 
mostly sen' ngland, where there 

has been a Nine in the demand. 
Originlly the firm employed about 200 
workers, . but, as ofders became scarce the 
hands were gradually paid off, and at the 
close down there were sixty on the pay roll. 
The firm, however, has several’ successful 
branches in England. The closing down in 
Derry was also due to the poor demand for

underclothing. The women, it seemed. wore 
fewer under garments, which adversely 
affected the business. Another feature of 


the trade returns is the fact that women are 
now wearing pyjamas.

THE LINEN TRADE. 
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RUN ON EMBROIDERED 
GOODS. 
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In a review of the liven trade, the Belfast 
Evening Telegraph states that trade reports 
show that shopping has been up to the 
average this season, but the tendency has 


‘fancy or ornamental ones, which were mor¢ 
sought after in previous years, when money 
was more plentiful. The Co-operative stores, 
for example, report that they have done 
about the ordinary amount of business, but 
that their fancy departments in such goods 
as linen, cotton, artificial silk, etc., show 
a considerable falling-off. Embroidered and 
initial handkerchiefs have been the chief 
articles that have been rushed, For the last 
iew weeks it has been impossible to turn out 
all the embroidered and initial goods in good 
time; houses in this end of the trade have 
had to use every effort to make timely deli- 
veries, but it has not been found possible to 
cope with them all. 

In a comparison of the home and the 
American trade it is stated that the home 
irade is not so prominent as the American 
trade, because it is not cf&rried on in the 
same way. In the United States trade there 
are a number of. imporiers in each city, who 
buy in a large way, and distribute all over 
the country. Concurrent with this, there are 
# number of buying syndicates, representing 
hundreds of retail stores, that lump their 
purchases together, and also buy in a large 
way, hence orders from the States are, as a 
rule, large, and attract attention, but in the 
home trade there are innumerable orders 
coming in to Belfast every day from al] 
iom oí Great Britain, from Aberdeen to 
ornwall. Most of these orders are small, 
and do not attract any attention, bnt they 

i i . . . 
are coming steadily every day, and in the 
bulk amount to a good deal. In pre-war 


down at about four millions per year in 
linens and unions, and since that time the 
population has increased, and prices are at 
least 50 per cent. higher, so it is now. cer- 
tainly more than that figure, even allowing 
for depressed conditions and for increased 
foreign competition. 
THE PRICE OF FLAX. 

Notwithstanding the prolongned , spell of 
bad trade that we have had in Belfast and 
districl, there must be a number of private 
companies that have done well in the past 
vears, and have amassed a considerable re- 
serve. For example, one spinning and weay- 
ing concern that has had its mill closed for 
over seven months, has just paid to its share- 
holders the handsome dividend of 6 per cent. 
per annum. There are a number’ of other 
private companies in the same strong posi- 
tion, but at the same time it must be ad- 
mitted that there is not much profit-making 
at present, and that those firms that are paying 
a good dividend and deriving this in most cases 
from their acPumulated reserves. 

The present low price of flax is bound to 
have a great effect on the trade generally. 
Spinners will be encouraged to launch out 
as soon as any favourable symptom of return- 
ing trade presents itself, since, with material 
at a lower cost, there will be a chance of 
getting «a reasonable return in the shape of 
profit. There is nosdoubt, that this country, 
with ite favourableygxchange, can buy flax 
from Russia on_vmucl: better conditions than 
can Belgium or Czecho-Slovakia, or any com- 
peting country 

LAST YEAR'S TRADE. 

A short review of the past year may be 
appropriate at the present time. At the 
beginning of 1925 the rush for coloured dress 
goods from the States had ceased, and prices 
of yarn had commenced to fa'i. At the pre- 
sent time yarn is about 50 per cent.. cheaper 
than it was at the heginning of 1995, and 
cloth is anything from 10 to 20 per cent. 
cheaper. There has, therefore, been a falling 
market during 1925, and this has been very 
unfavourable to bulk business.. None of the 
Jarge buyers in any market have been provid- 
ing for the future, as most o them did 
during 1924, Flax is now fully £20 per ton 
cheaper than at the beginning of 1925, and 
at present there does not seem to be any 
reason to feur that there will be any scarcity. 
lt would require thig reduction in the cost of 
material to enable the trade to make any 
profit in any department, with present prices 
maintained. There is no room whatever for 
a further fail in prices of goods in the 
finished state, and it is earnestly hoped that 
none will occur. 

During the year the great feature has been 
the falling-off in demand frém the United 
States, as compared with other markets, and 
at the same time the past year has witnessed 

stream of very steady business from our 
olonies, particular! Australia, Canada and 
South Africa. The home trade has also been 
fairly reliable, although a good deal affected 
foreign competition, and if the quantities 
ordered forward have been small, the orders 
have been pretty constant. A notable excep- 
tion to the small individual orders from the 
home trade has been the business from the 
Jarge retail stores in London, these having 
placed orders for exceedingly large quantities 
of certain kinds of goods. _ The prices of 
cambrics have dropped guite 25 per cent. 
since the beginning of 1035, and are now at 
a low level. In this branch of the business 
we have no reason to fear foreign competi- 
tion. ‘Taking the year 1925 altogether, it 
has been one of diminishing demand, with 
drooping prices, and at present the trade is 
badly in want of busmess on old-time lines, 
particularly in the damask section.

The landlady refused them admission to 
Arnott’s room.

Only 
three weeks ago Arnott’s showrooms in 
Francis street were similarly raided, and in 
his presence a revolver was taken from a 
drawer.

BUSINESS IN 1925. 

Mr, Henry Flanagan, who presided, said 
that the sole purpose of the Federation was 
to safeguard and look after the interests of 
its members.

There were low 
wrices for cattle and for the produce of land. 
‘here was depletion of live stock through 
fipnke and other diseases. There wads a severe 
drop in our export trade, very keen foreign 
competition, high taxation, and high cost of 
living. A great part of this was á 
unsettled condition of the country for several 
years. Now, happily, that*was drawing to 
a close, and with normal conditions prevail- 
ing, and law and order restored, he led no 
doubt that they would find 1926 a very great 
improvement on the year ust expired. 
(Applause.) There was a decrease of 20,000 
in the ranks of the unemploved during the 
year, and that looked very well. (Applause.) 

THE REPORT. 

The annual report showed that the mem- 
bership of the Federation had steadily in- 
creased, and new members were put forward 
at every meeting. Reference was made to 
the discrepancies in railway time tables, and 
members were asked to give the Committee 
particulars of any that came under their 
notice, so that they might be rectified. The 
uestion of closer connection between 
different commercial travellers’ organisations 
in this country was brought before the Com- 
mittee by another body. The Committee had 
not yet expressed any views on the matter 
as a body, but hacé appointed four of its 
members to meet four members of the 
organisation from which the communication 
was received. The hope was expressed that 
every member would do his best to make the 
Irish Commercial Travellers’ Federation the 
premier body for the men on the road. 

It was stated that the outgoing members 
of the Cominittee had been virtually all re- 
elected. ' 

On the motion of Mr. M. O'Sullivan, 
seconded by Mr. P. Holland, the report was 
adopted. - 
“TIPPING.” 

In seconding, Mr. Holland said that in pre- 
war times the custom was to give “ boots ” 
and waitresses in hotels sixpence each per 
night. “Since the war a shilling each was 
given, but now it was thought that that 
should be reduced to ninepence. Some of 
these people were better off than commercial 
travellers, and were investing their/money in 
Guinness shares and other investments. Some 
of the travellers on commission were not 
earning £2 per week. (Hear, hear,) 

The question of “ tips”’ was discussed at 
length, and it was left over pending a pos- 
sible amalgamation of commercial travellers’ 
associations. 

HOTEL CHARGES. i 

Senator McKean proposed that the Irish 
Commercial Travellers' Federation was worthy 
of the support of all commercial travellers and 
commercial agents. He said that the orga- 
nisation protected the man on the road, and 
its very existence was a deterrent and a threat 
to employers of those who were not members 
of the Association from anything in the nature 
of victimisation. The organisation had done 
wonderful things in the past, and was pre- 
pared to do excellent things in the future. 
(Hear, hear.) He paid a tribute to the 
energy of Mr. Kilmurry as hon. secretary of 
the Federation, and to Mr. Brennan as hon. 
treasurer. 

Dealing with hotels, he said that 90 per 
cent. of the country hotels depended on com- 
mercial travellers, yet they did not treat 
them as they should. The prices were above 
the present cost of living. Some attention 
should be given to the subject of profiteering 
which hotels were carrying on. If they had 
one solid commercial travellers’ organisation 
the hotels could not dictate terms to them, 
but they could dictate terms to the hotels. 

As regards the railways, they were pro- 
mised great things under the Railways Bill, 
but what was the result? Shareholders were 
getting no dividends. The Railway Tribunal 
was costing nearly £10,000 a year. They had 
experts employed, but what had the railways 
done for commercial travellers? Trains on 
different lines did not run in conjunction, 
and in most of the railway waiting-rooms 
there were no fires. If the directorate of 
experts and railway genuises would send some 
of their principal men to take a note of how 
the Great Northern Railway ran its trains up 


travellers on these lines. (Hear, hear.) In 
the matter of fares they were not properly 
treated, because commercial travellers were 
amongst the best customers that the railways 
had and they brought the railway companies 
business. NA 

Mr. G. Ennis seconded the resolution, which 
was passed unanimously.

Mr. M. O’Flangan proposed—‘‘ That this 
meeting renews its protest against Rule 3 in 
the constitution of the Pinner Schools, which 
compels all children in that institution, irre-

Senator McKean seconded the resolution, 
which was passed unanimously.

Longonderry Dockers’ §Strike.—London 
derry dockers, numbering almost a hundred, 
ar> on strike as a result of a wages dispute 
in connection with the discharge of the 
liverpool steamer Caloric. It appears that 
the men were notifie& that work would com- 
mence at the hour at which the Caloric was 
due to arrive. The steamer reached the port 
on last Friday, an hour earlier than was 
anticipated, but the men coOmmenced work 
at. the hour arranged. . The delegates de- 
manded that the men should be paid for the 
hour the Caloric arrived. This the company 
refused to do, with the result that the men 
went on strike. The deadlock continued on 
last Saturday, when the Caloric should; in 
the ordinary course, have sailed again for 
Liverpool.

INFORM..TIONS REFUSED. 


(BEFORE MR. G. H. P. CUSSEN.) 
Henry W. young, Inverness terrace, 

Philipsburgh avenue, Dublin, was charged 

with negligent!y driving a motor car on the 


evening of December 11th last and causing 
the death of Michael Robinson, 3 Eugene 
street. 


The evidence showed that about 6 o'clock 
on the evening of December llth Mr. Young 
| Was motoring to the city from Clontarf Golf 
| Links. When near Fairview, as the car was 
proveeding at about ten miles an hour, with 
full lights on, Robinson walked right in front 
| of the car, and, despite Mr. Young s efforts 
Pá pull up the Robinson was knocked 

down. He was taken to Jervis street Huos- 
pit il and died on Der embe: 20th.

Dr. J. Lynch, Jervis street, who made a 
post-mortem examination, said that the 
deceased man sustained a fracture of the 


left lower limb and of the base of the skull, 
the latter injury being the cause of death.

Naturally, our 
farming technique is deplorably bad, with 
the result that, as Mr. Hogan said a few 
months ago in the Dai, our farmers are 
gradually being beaten out of markets in 
which they once enjoyed a 
monopoly. Let us admit that some steps 
are being taken to repair the damage. 
The success of the Act regulating the 
grading and packing of eggs shows what 
can be done by sound lezislation to raise 
the standard of quality. Already our ex- 
ported eggs are competing strongly. against 
the Danish article in the British market, 
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operative, benefits no less fruitful will 
follow. Beet-growing is an experiment on 


culties can be avoided—a big “if,” un- 
fortunately, in Ireland—there seems no 
reason why we should not produce crops 
even richer in sugar content than those 
raised on the other side of the Channel. 

The worst defect of our present system 
or, rather, lack of system, is that, instead 
of fostering, it saps the quality of initia- 
tive. Had we injected into our farming 
methods a little of the revolutionary 
fervour that inspired our political land 
policies we should find ourselves to-day in 
a stronger economic position. It is useless 
to lament wasted opportunities, but we 
must reckon with the fact that, if the Irish 
farmer is to lead, he must first be led. 
Where a strong and well-directed impetus 
is given by men who have proved them- 
selves worthy of his confidence he can be 
trusted to respond. In the Free State he 
complains less of undue interference by the 
Government, than of the tendency of ad- 
ministrative energy to direct itself into 
other channels than those of agriculture. 
Mr. Gorey’s latest speech, in which he 
declared that half the country, instead of 
‘pulling its weight,” was attempting to 
bleed agriculture for tariffs and subsidies, 
conveys a warning that Ministers would 
do well to take to heart, Unless ‘agricul- 
ture is right, nothing else in this country 
can be right, and all the evidence indicates 
that, whatever the cause may be, the Irish 
farmer is in a plight worse than he has 
known for many a year. No doubt, he has 
himself to blame in a large measure for the 
economic * burdens ‘under which he is 
staggering, but this does not reconcile him 
to the loading of fresh burdens on ‘his back 
in order that money may be found for in- 
@ustrial experiments which, even if he 
were not called upon to pay for them, he 
would view with the most profound 
scepticism. As yet he has done little to 
assert ‘himself politically. In a revolu- 
tionary ferment such as that which has 
been seething in Ireland, the instinct of 
the farmer is to cultivate his garden and 
trust to time to bring its revenges. We 
are entering at last into an era of more 
settled politics, and, unless this country 1s 
to be an exception to the rule, which 
applies in all democratic States, politics 
will be shaped, if not dictated, by the will 
of the majority, who in Ireland are the 
tillers of the soil. Whatever other ties 
may have been snapped by legislative 
decree between North and South, agricul- 
ture furnishes a bond that holds, and will 
hold. The problems of the Antrim tenant 
are the problems of the Cork peasant, and, 
if one of these areas is fortunate enough 
to find a solution for its difficulties, no 
political difference will prevent the appli- 
catron of the remedy in the other State. 
We have followed the North in-our Dairy 
Produce Act and the new system of butter 
control, and, should we succeed in eliminat- 
ing the other ills that trouble the farmer, 
we can rely that, in this matter at least, 
we can secure united action by Orange 
and Green. 


ltaly’s Debt. 


Count Volpi, the great Italian indus- 
trialist, whq has been appointed by ‘Signor 
Mussolini to direct the finances of the 
Italian Government, willopen negotiations 
with Mr. Winston Churchill on Wednesday 
concerning Italy's war debt to Great Britain. 
Italy, like most of the other allied Powers, 
borrowed extensively from Britain during 
the war. Of the principal belligerents 
she was the poorest. Her industry was in 
a backward condition; she hdd no coal 
or iron, and the standard of living among 


her people was lower than that of most 


of the other fighting nations. Her total 
debt to bBritain amounts to some 
£500,000,000. his money was advanced 


to Italy for the prosecution of the war. 
It was money spent on a common cause, 
and, if the United States had not insisted 
on recovering from the British Treasury 
every halfpenny of the loans which His 
Majesty’s Government raised on the 
Allies’ behalf Britain’s own 
resources were exhausted, there is no 
doubt that Italy would not have been 
required to repay it. Needs must, how- 
ever, when the devil drives. The Italian 
Government already has’ settled its direct 


obligations to’ the United Stateagy and 
now it is Britain’s turn. Count VO 
coming to London to secure the “best 
possible bargain for his country. Italy 
expects that Britain will give her more 
generous ie than that which she 
received from America ; but in the present 
condition of British finance, with unem- 
ployment in England on an unparalleled 
scale, Mr. Churchill cannot afford to be 
generous. We have no doubt that every 
possible concession will be made to Count 
Volpi, and, possibly, the British Chan- 
cellor may consent to give back to Italy 
some of the gold reserve which she de- 
posited in London in 1916; but there can 
be no question, as has been suggested in 
certain quarters, of a “déal” with Italy 
on the basis of her eventual support in 
the Middle East against Turkish aggres-

Lads who 
visit the Exhibition are given the oppor- 
tunity of an aerial flight over London or 
of a trip in a racing car at Brooklands.

engineering knowledge. ne toy train is 
run by ‘‘wireless’’ control. An exbibit 
of postage stamps includes many a stamp, 
now worth large sums of money, which 
was comparatively common in the albums 
of our youth, that were compiled in days 
before philately became the hobby of 
millions. The “‘tuck shop ” is a “‘ side- 
show’’ which awakens memories of many 
a forbidden feast and sets avuncular 
palates watering. Two air-guns a day are 
offered as prizes at a miniature Bisley. 
Exhibits show the latest contrivances 
devised for the pleasure of campers and 
caravan dwellers, and implements for the 
use of scouts, gardeners, mountaineers arid 
photographers. In the main, the whole 
display might be termed a junior exhibi- 
tion of applied science and invention. 
Nowadays children are hardly able to walk 
before they are given little tricycles and 
encouraged to propel themselves by wheels, 
ond no sooner are they able to talk than 
the ‘‘ ear-’phones’’ are clapped on their 
little heads and they are taught to 
manipulate electrical mechanism.

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America’s Aliens. 


It is reported that all aliens in the 
United States shortly will be required to 
submit to registration. For more than a 
century North America has been the 
asylum sought by refugees from all parts of 
the world, flyin from justice or from 
tyranny. In recent years the vast wealth 
of the States has attracted multitudes 
of fortune-seekers. Hereafter, admission 
to that coveted land will be limited with 
increasing stringency. Already _ stern 
immigration laws have restricted the 
numbers of settlers to be admitted, and 
drastic police measures have closed the 
borders to invaders. By imposing on every 
alien residing in the American cities the 
necessity of carrying a carte d’identité, the 
law will enable its custodians to search 
out every interloper who has evaded their 
watch at the frontier. With an area of 
over three million square miles, the United 
States have a population of over a hundred 
million souls, which is increasing by a 
million a year. Modern civilisation imposes 
so strict a regimen on the lives of all who 
seek its benefits that, even with so vast a 
territory and so numerous a people over 
which to watch, the Government is not 
baffled nor even perplexed. In the wild 
prairie cr in the city slums there may be 
refugees who will hide the enemy of the 
law for a while; but aliens against whom 
the States have set their ban are 
adventurers who seek gain by nefarious 
operations among the rich. It is impos- 
sible to move in the cities—to lodge at 
hotels or to pay rent for a place of abode— 
without coming! under the scrutiny of the 
law. We seem to be approaching the time 
when every human being Will have his 
registered place in the organism of society, 
and when numbers will become the legal 
denomination of individuals, with personal 
names as picturesque survivals, comparable 
to heraldic arms.

LONDON, Sunday. 
Motorists will not relish the news that, 
as from to-morrow, their tyres will cost 
them more. All ‘dealers in Dunlop 
products have been notified that an ad- 
vance of 75 per cent. in covers and 10 
per cent. in tubes now becomes effective. 
Giant covers have been. put up 15 per 
cent., and the inner tubes to match them 
are 20 per cent. up. Motor cycle covers 
are, approximately, 10° per cent, dearer 
all round. The price for solid tyres was 
advanced 20 per cent. on the 16th of last 
month. 

During the second half of 1925 the rise 
in the price of rubber/led to an incraase 
in the retail rates for tyres, and, including 
the current announcement, the total ad- 
vance in price to the general public is 49! 
per cent., which contrasts with nearly 300 
per cent. risé in the price of rubber-as a 
raw material. 

In France retail prices were put up on 
December 22nd, the increases in that 
country being 25 per cent. on covers and 
25 per cent. on tubes, making a total 
additional cost to the public of about 100 
per cent. on the outer covers and 200 
per cent. on the inner tubes. 

The general increase in America between 
May and October has been 60 per cent., 
with giant tyres 75 per cent. dearer, and 
tubes for this class 92 per cent. up.

The. programme broadcast from the 
Dublin Station on Saturday night, although 
i.0t quite so interesting as that of the opening 
night, appears to have been much more satis- 
factory from the FE of view of reception, 
especialiy by local listeners-in. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh, Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, has received the following cable- 
gram from Senator Marconi :—* fy very 
best congratulations .on inauguration of 
Dublin Broadcasting Station, and best New 
Year wishes to all listeners-in.”’ 

Mr. Clandillon, the director, has received 
many letters from listeners-in in England, 
stating that the opening programme was well 
received, and wishing 2RN all success. The 
director explained that the improved recep- 
tion on last Saturday night was due to the 
fact that the atmospherics were more suit- 
able than on the prev_ous night. Some ad- 
justments had been .“ude and little faults 
rectified, whieh also tended to improve 
matters. 

The Department of Posts and Telegraphs 
is anxious to have trustworthy information 
as to Dublin’s signals from all parts of Ire- 
land, when listeners have had the oppor- 
tunity of checking over the best adjustments 
of their sets for Dublin on several successive 


~~ ts. 
eports on crystal ‘reception at distances 
outside, say, ten miles radius will be useful. 

From more distant places reports on the 
practicability of tuning Dublin in and other 
places out will be most valuable. That there 
will be difficulty in tuning is certain, for 
the ether is very crowded; there are so many 
broadcasting stations that there is only bare 
elbow room, ifsthat, for -them all, and 
stations do not.always work on their nominal 
wave lengtks. 

Owners of powerful sets near Dublin will 
appreciate that Dublin’s signals are so strong 
that for good reproduction the sets will need 
to be in a relatively insensitive condition. 

The most valuable reports from distant 
places will be those which : give fairly full 
details of the aerial and type of set in use. 

When information of the kind sought is 
available by the co-operation of listeners to, 
as well-wishers of, the Dublin Station, the 
Department of Posts and Telegraphs will 
issue a ‘contprehensive statement as to the 
difficulties being experienced in various parts 
of the country, and of the ways in which they 
may be combated. 


CLONMEL’S CRITICISM. 


Great interest was taken here (says our 
Clonmel Correspondent) in the first pro- 
gramme from the Dublin Broadcasting 
Station; but the results, as compared with 
the rpsults from England and Continental 
Stations, were largely unsatisfactory. Dr. 
Hyde’s speech came on strong, but the an- 
nouncer was indistinct all through the pro- 
gramme. It is a pity that half-power tests 
were not carried out a week before the opén- 
ing, so as to enable country users to set their 
machines. Jt was rather difficult to get con- 
tact in Clonmel, and early interruptions were 
evidently due to many searchers for Dublin. 
The programme was considered heavy. The 
only bit of life was the Dublin Cockney’s turn, 
which was heard clearly, Future programmes 
should be livened up somewhat: otherwise in- 
terest will not hold. Daventry is heard with 
great clearness in Clonmel, and so is Paris. 
The comparatively poor results from Dublin 
were rather disappointing in consequence. 
Strength of tone and viyacity should make 
the Dublin service popular in the future, 


SLIGO’S OPINION. 


Sligo listeners report, perfect reception of 
the programme from the Dublin Station on 
the opening night. Dr, Hyde’s speech ‘was 
received: clearly, and was listened to with 
particular interest by a few Irish speakers. 
With a four-valve set it was possible to ob- 
tain loud speaker strength of the Army Band 
performance, which came in very well. Wire- 
less enthusiasts are unanimous in their praise 
of the Station. 


POOR RESULTS AT CLONES, 


Unsatisfactory results were obtained at 
Clones, even with a four-valve set with loud 
speaker, and letters from Clones to that effect 
have been sent to Mr. Clandillon. At New- 
bliss, five miles nearer Dublin, a user of a 
four-valve set, ~ described’ the results from 
Dublin as “'rotten.” * Daventry, London, 
Belfast, etc., were, as usual, distinct.

SIR JAMES GALLAGHER, 


We regret to announce the death of Sir 
James. Gallacher, which took plac at his 
residence, Charleston road, Rathmines, on 
Saturday, ~r an illness of nearly twelve 
months. Born at Kiltyclogher, County Lei- 
trim, sixty-five years ago, he came to Dub- 
lin, ‘where for over forty years he carried 
on the wholesale and rctail tobacco business 
with great success, and wcu the esteem of 
his fellow-citizens in c 
circles. He was successful in business, 
because he devoted all his energies and his 
best attention to it. with the result that he 
was skilled in every branch of the trade. 

He became a member of the Dublin Muni- 
cipal Council fifteen years ago, and displayed 
a spirit of independence and good manage- 
ment which further enhanced his reputation 
as a good man of business. He was chosen 
Lord Mayor in 1915, and again in 1916, and 


credit to himself and to the: satisfaction of 
the citizens. It was in the early part of 


rebellion broke out.

and courage during that trying _ period, 
assisted as he was by his wife, won the good 
opinion of every section of the citizens. When 
hundreds of people were driven from their 
homes by the bombardment of the city, and 
the destruction caused thereby. the Lord 
Mayor placed a large portion of the Mansion 
House at their disposal, and this afforded 
shelter to msg, women and children, who, 
for the time Bos had no other home. Dy 
his efforts temporary accommodation was 
found for many others in various parts of 
the city. He was instrument! in organis- 
ing relief in the shapé of food and clothing 
for these unhappy people, and in providing 
for their wants in every way 

Soon after the outbreak of the European 
war in August, 1914, Mr, Gallagher, as he 
was then, threw himself earnestly into ihe 
recruiting movement, and did much -xcellent 
service. Just towards the close of his term of 
office as Lord Mayor, in January, 1917, the 
honour of knighthood was conferred upon him 
by the King in Buckingham Palace. This was 
followed by an illuminated address and sub- 
stantial testimtinial from the citizens of Dub- 
lin of all classes and creeds. 


MR. G. H. MAIR, 


Mr. G. H. Mair, the well-known journalist, 
died in a London nursing home last Satur- 
day afer a long illness, age 59. He was a 
member of the staff of the Manchester 
raardian from 1909. to 1914, during whith 
time he acted as literary editor, political 
correspondent and dramatic critic. He be- 
came assistant editor of the Daily Chronicle 
in 1914, but resigned to take up work for 
the Government during the war. He de- 
veloped the Ministry of Information, of which 
he was Assistant Secretary in 1918. France 
rewarded him by making him a Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honour in 1919, and the King 
conferred on him the C.M.G. in 1920. 

He was director of the Press section of 
the British Peace Delegation at Paris, and 
was afterwards connected with the League of 
Nations secretariat. * 

His dramatic criticism brought him into 
contact with Miss Maire O’Neill, whom he 
married in 1911. He was a rapid writer and 
a tireless worker, who gave himself . ttle 
rest. 

After resigning his post with the League of 
Nations, he joined the staff of the Hvening 
Standard as dramatic critic and contributor 
to ‘‘The Londoner’s Diary.” He also wrote 
for the Saturday Review and other publica- 
tions.

NEW LEGISLATION.

Although last spring was cold and back- 
ward, and followed one of the worst 
seasons ever experienced in Ireland, there 
can be little doubt that progress was made 
in Irish agriculture in the year 1925. 
Early in June there was a welcome im- 
provement in the weather, with plenty oí 
heat and sunshine, Later the absence of 
rain checked the growth of all crops, more 
especially roots, For hay-making and the 
harvesting of grain crops, however, the 
weather was ideal. 


middle of October, and by that time most 
of the grain crops had been threshed, 
potato-raising completed, and almost all 
the mangolds pulled and stored. 
tstanding events in agriculture during 
year were the decision to establish 
the sugar-beet industry in the Free State ; 
the bringing into force of the Eggs Act, 
which has had an influence already on 
prices in England, and the operation of 
some of the clauses of the Act which is 
designed to improve and maintain the 
standard of Irish butter.

BARLEY, OATS AND WHEAT. 


(From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


Under the influence of genial weather, 
after an unfavourable spring, cereals re- 
covered well, and average yields were ob- 
tained. The straw of both oats and! barley 
was short, but grain generally was of good 
quality. 

The market for barley began somewhat 
later than usual, and prices for malting 
barley ranged from 17s. to 20s. per barrel, 
which is a lower level than in 1924. The 
variety of this cereal, that is mainly grown 
in the Irish Free State, is Spratt-Archer. 
There is no reason to doubt its suitability 
for this country as regards both yield and 
quality of grain. There is also a demand for 
Archer-Spratt in Great Britain and on the 
Continent, where, under*favourable climatic 
conditions, it produces grain of the very 
highest maiting quality. Spratt-Archer, as 
grown in Ireland, is darker in colour than 
that grown in England, and is thus not 
suitable for the English ale brewer. In the 
opinion of the Department of Agriculture, 
this variety of barley is best for lreland. 

Prices for oats also were at a lower level, 
although during the past few weeks they 
have been: steadily rising. Much attentidn 
has been given to the production of high- 
vielding varieties with stiff straws by the 
Plant Breeding Division of the Department 
of Aecriculture, and considerable stocks of 
these improved strains will be available for 
sowing this spring. 

As regards wheat, the market was more 
favourable to cereal growers, As a result 
hore winter wheat has been sown this 
season. As in the case of barley and oats, 
efforts to introduce improved varieties of 
wheat are being made by the Department’s 
Plant Breeding Division, and for this pur- 
pose some of the old native varieties are 
being utilised. 


2,000 ACRES OF SEED POTATOES. 

Potatoes turned out well, the yield being 
over the normal, with little disease. In con- 
nection with the Department’s scheme for 
developing the trade in seed potatoes, grow- 
ing crops were inspected for purity and suit- 
ability for seed in all counties in the Free 
State. More than 2,000 acres. of potatoes 
| were certified as pure, as compared with 204 
acres in 1922, each year since then showing 
a large increase. 

A representative Bf the Department visited 
most of the big centres of distribution ‘in 
England during the year, accompanied by 
an Irish potato merchant, with a view to 
having small trial plots of Irish-grown seed 
sown. The Department was also represented, 
for the first time, at the Smithfield Club 
Fat Stock Show in London last month. Two 
representative Irish potato merchants also 
attended, 
done at this show by established merchants, 
an. the Irish exhibit created much interest. 
It is gratifving to learn that it resulted in 
a considerable number of sales. If more 
stocks were available, it is believed that 
they would find a ready market. 

Another development of interest is the 
growing of potatoes on a commercial scale 
in Wexford. To encourage those interested 
in this industry, the Department of Agricul- 
ture have placed in the district a special officer 
with experience of commercial potato grow 
ing Already good results have followed 
this attention, and there is every prospect of 
potato-growing developing along the Wex- 
ford seaboard. A strong point in favour of 
this infustry is the proximity of Wexford to 


: 


markefs across the Channel. 

i urther matter .of interest in con- 
nection with potatoes is the arrange- 
ment by which loans may be obtained 
by snifall farmers for the purchase of 


spraying machines. Money could not be 
could not be put to better use than this. It 
helps to ensure a healthy crop, and no fewer 
than 3,700 sprayers were purchased under the 
scheme during 1925, 
| Any reference to the potato crop would be 
-incomplete without some mention of the pro- 
gress which has been made in the investiga- 
| tion of diseases in plants by the Department s 
| Plant Pathological Division. A special sub- 
ject of inquiry has been leaf roll and mosaic 
disease in potatoes, and steps have been taken 
to continue the work which has been done for 
the improvement of the potato crop in this 
country. 

With the possible exception of Holland, 
this country is now in the most advanced 
position of any European couptry in the ap- 
plication of research work to the improvement 
of the potato crop. 


RELIEF SCHEMES. 

Yields of potatoes and oats in 1924 being 
under the averages, and weather during the 
harvesting season unfavourable, there was a 
shortage of seed potatoes and seed oats during 
the past year. The Government, realising 
the seriousness of the position, made arrange- 
ments in December, 1924, for supplies of suit- 
able varieties of seed potatoes and oats at 
reduced prices for small-holders in the con- 
gested districts. In January, February and 
March last close on 5,000 tons of approved 
and tested varieties of potatoes and oats were 
distributed to over 40,000 small holders in 
the congested areas. The total cost of the 
scheme was £51,000. All the work in con- 
nection with the distribution of the seed was 
done by the Department’s resident staff in 
charge of the areas coming under the scheme. 
It was thus carried through in a most econo- 
mical manner, 

Apart entirely from the urgent necessity of 
ensuring that an adequate supply of potatoes 
and oats should be available for sowing in. 
1925, incalculable advantage has accrued from 
the distribution on a wide scale of tested 
varieties of oats and suh improved varieties

SUGAR BEET GROWING. 

Towards the end of 1924 the Government 
announced its intention of assisting, by. sub- 
sidy or otherwise, the establishment. of the 
beet sugar industry. This decision was 
prompted by the fact that in all other 
countries where this industry has been 
initiated with Government assistance it has 
conferred great benefits on tilage farmers and 
proved of .great economic value to the 
countries concerned- During the year under 
review offers to establish the beet sugar in- 
dustry were Yeived from several groups of 
Continental sugar manufacturers. The Go- 
vernment accepted that of the group repre- 
sented by M. Maurice Lippens, of the Moer- 
heke Sugar Factory and Refinery, and of the 
Banque d’Outremer, Brussels. 

After much discussion, the Beet Sugar 
(Subsidy) Act, 1925, was passed by the 
Oireachtas; the Irish Sugar Manufacturing 
Co., @td., was formed, and acquired a site

A semi-official statemént, issued to-day, 
says that the reports that General 
Marderesen, Minister of War, has resigned, 
and that Prince Charles’s renunciation of 
the succession to the Throne is connected 
with the giving of an order for aeroplanes 
are without foundation. 

Prince Charles’s decision is not due to 
motives either oí a political or a military 
nature, but is due to purely personal 
grounds. 

Parliament meets to-morrow as the 
National Assembly to record the Act of 
Renunciation ~- and to transfer the suc- 
cession to Prince Michael. The Assembly 
will also ratify the necessary changes 
within the Royal Family. 

The Prime Minister and the Minister of 
Justice are leaving to-day for Sinaia to 
confer with the King on the matter. The 
National Assembly will dispose of these 
measures at one sitting, and its members 
will then return to their homes as Parlia- 
ment is in recess. 


AN OPEN SECRET. 


rights to the Throne has been an open secret 
for a long time past, He attempted to re- 
nounce them in 1917, when he married Mile. 
Zizi Lambrino at Odessa, and again in 
August, 1919. The King refused his per- 
mission on both occasions, and persuaded the 
Crown Prince to travel. But it is thought 
that circumstances of a more serious 
character must now have occurred to impel 
the King to take so grave a step on New 
Year’s Eve.

~easons which had induced his brother to re- 
«uounce his rights to the Throne of Rumania. 
Prince Nicholas said that it was possible that 
a love romance was the primary cause of his 
brother’s decision, as he was deeply in love 
with his first wife (Mlle. Zizi Lambrino). and 
there .was nothing remarkable in his fore- 
going ‘his claim to the Crown under such 
circumstances. 

The Prince added that it was quite untrue 
that his sister-in-law (formerly Princess Helen 
of Greece). was suffering from a serious afflic- 
tion of the eyes.

PRINCESS. 


ATHENS, Suyday. 

The fact of Prince Charles’s abdication to 
his rights to the throne of Rumania was only 
learnt here yesterday evening, when the news- 
papers appeared again after the New Year 
holiday. 

The news has created no great impression, 
as it has long been reported that his marriage 
to Princess Helen of Greece was an unhappy 
one. This mofning’s papers give prominence 
to the news of Prince Charles’s action, but 
refrain from comment regarding Princess 
Helen’s position. .The Princess was popular 
here, and much sympathy has been felt for 
here in her domestic troubles. 

It is taken for granted that she will remain 
at the Rumanian Court and devote herself to 
cringing. up her infant son. Interest in the 
Greek Royal Family has, however, greatly 
waned in Royalist circles since the death af 
King Constantine, who was their idol.—

FRENCH RAILWAY 
ACCIDENT. 


FIFTEEN PERSONS INJURED. 
PARIS, Sunday. 

A remarkable railway accident, in which 
fifteen people were injured, three seriously, 
occurred last night between Sceaux and 
Denfert-Rochereau. 

Two locomotives were engaged in a shunt- 
ing operation on a parallel track in a depét 
some six hundred yards from the station of 
Denfert-Rochereau when they came into colli- 
sion at a point where the lines converged. 

One of the engines jumped the rails and ran 
towards the main passenger line at a moment 
when a passenger train from Denfert- 
Rochereau was passing. The runaway engine 
struck the back of the engine of the oncoming 
train. 

The back part of the engine, the tender, the 
guard’s van, and the front coach of the train 
caught the full impact of the collision, but 
the engine driver of the train, by instantly 
applying the brakes, was able to minimise to 
some extent the gravity of the accident. 

Relief measures were at once organised, and 
the injured were removed from .beneath the 
débris of the front coach.

The Times, commenting editorially upon 
the group of articles on the films which is 
concluded in its issue to-day, observes— 
Every suggestion that is made, either for 
raising the standard of the films or for im- 
proving the position of the British industry, 
stands or falls by its probable effect upon 
the taste and the pockets of film-goers aid 
potential film-goers. ‘They are the arbiters. 
A proposal which, if it were carried ont, 
would alienate the present film public with- 
out, attracting another and, perhaps, more 
critical public in its place, is a proposal.

ANOTHER BROKEN GERMAN 
AGREEMENT.

BERLIN, Sunday. 

The Lokalanzieger publishes a forecast of 
the new volume of memoirs (the fifth) of 
Field-Marshal Conrad von Hoetzendorff, Chief 
of the Austrian General Staff until 1917, 
which indicates that it certainly will not be 
one of the least interesting. 

The new volume reveals Conrad’s bitterness 
at the way in which his plans were crossed 
by the Germans. He was especially in- 
dignant that the agreement entered into by 
him with General von Moltke wag deliber- 
ately broken by the latter. 

The two agreed that six weeks after the 
outbreak of war,the Austro-Hungarian Army 
was to be relieved by the necessary number 
of troops to be provided from the Western 
front. Till then the Australians were to hold 
the Russian forces in check. 

The entire Austro-Hungarian plan of cam- 
paign was based upon this agreement, which 
postulated the absolute defeat of France 
within forty days. 

When the Marne disaster occurred, how- 
ever, General von Moltke went back upon 
his agréement with Conrad, declaring that 
the German General Headquarters was not 
In a position to despatch the promised sup- 
port to the Eastern front.

SIR R. HORNE’S REPLY 
TO U.S. CRYPECISM,

The outcry in America against Great 
Britain’s policy in restricting the export 
of rubber is described by Sir Robert Horne, 
K.C., as “not only ingenious, but 
un jinstified.”’ Ss A Ts ee 

Sir Robert was Chancellor of the Ex- 
chegyer at the time when there was 
formated the scheme of restricted export 
—commonly known as the Stevenson plan— 
which many people in America are con- 
demning as the cause of great injury to 
the United States. :

CAUSE OF PRESENT HIGH 
PRICES. 


The circumstanc.s which gave rise to re- 
striction of .export were. these, says Sir 
tobert Horne in the Sunday LHzpress. 
There had been a great slump in the price of 
rubber in the year 1920, which was followed 
ly a protracted depression. Enormous stocks 
of. surpluse rubber had accumulated. 

The prices at which rubber was sold were. 
in many cases not paying for , roduction. 
The* vast capital which had Tn put into 
the rubber industry was in jeopardy, and ruin 
stared a great many of the planters in the 
face. 

Jt was commonly anticipated that a 
majority of the rubber plantations would fall 
back into a eondition of jungle, and that the 
wor’: of many years in building up the in- 
dustry would be wiped ont.

Replying to a resolution of congratulation 
on his elevation to the Cabinet, Mr. Madeley 
declared that cordial co-operation existed be- 
tween the Labour’ and Nationalist elements 
in the Cabinet. He looked to that co-opera- 
tion to press forward and unwards, the ex- 
treme ideal: Mr. Madeley added :® “I stand 
for it—let there be no bones about it. I 
have never departed from it and never shall. 
It is my determination and my friends 
are wit me, to 
what is known in this country § 4s 
extremism, which, in my opinion, is the only 
thing that matters. I shall make it my bust- 
ness never to let you down.” ‘This ar 
was received with rapturous applause. The 
most significant passage in Senator Briggs’s 
Presidential speech came when, after suggest- 
ing that the time was coming when. trade 
unionists would be forced more than ever into 


this on the Rand were not “ too smooth.” 
The party had made representations to the 
Government ‘in regard to retrenchments on 
the mines, which representations had been 
received sympathetically.

THE LEADBEATER CENTENARY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE tRIsn Tiures 
Sin,—1t is interesting to note that 1926 is 
‘the tentenary of the death of Marv Lead 
beater. . ““The Annals of Ballitore ” is, 
erhaps, the most widely-khewn of her works— 
We im the Irish Quaker village, sketches -of 
petsonages, and scenes of the Rising of 1798, 
wliich she had witnessed, are graphically de- 
setibed, The work appeared in 1862, also 
with a memoir of the authoress and a great 
portiam of her extensive corresnandence, under 
the title of “The Leadbeater Papers,” edited 
by her njoceA Elizabeth Shackleton. 

Mary “Shack¥eten—afterwards Mrs. Lead- 
beater—was Waovhter of Richard Shackleton, 
| & Quaker. At his father’s school, at Balli- 
tore, Kildare, which was afterwards con- 
ducted by himself, Edmund Burke received 
his early education, and formed that fricnd- 
Ship for him which only ended with life. And 
the tegard of the great statesman for Mary 
Leadbeater was shown by his last farewell, 
also written to her on his death-bed. _ The 
authoress, born in 1758, she married in 1791 
William Leadbeater, a landowner in the dis- 
triet, She died in 1826, and. rests at Balli- 
Mrs. Fisher, her daughter, was the 
‘friend of Gerald Griffin. 

Mrs. Leadbeater’s works included : a ‘‘ Book 
of Poems,” portraying rural life; ‘‘ Cottage 
Dialogues of the Irish Peasantrv,” which 
Maria Edgeworth helped ta circulate on ac- 
count of its fidelity: & tanaisi Friends,” 
“Cottage Biography,” ‘Notices of Irish 
Friends,” Memoirs of Richard and Eliza- 
beth Shackleton,” “The Pedlars.” picturing 
the natural and artificial curiosities of Ire- 
land; ‘‘ Extracts and Original Anecdotes,”’ 
written for the Quaker youth. The labours 
of her pen also included poems, tales, essays, 
and sketches in various papers of her day.—

operations in October or November. next. . 
During the past year sugar beet growing 
experiments have been carried out at some 
400. centres in the Free State’ on plots 
of one. acre each, Detailed . reports of 
these trials are not, yet. available, but 
partial returns indicate. that the average 
yield and sugar content compare favourably 
with those obtained jn other countries. This 
ia all the more “satisíactory, seeing that the 
climatic conditions were not favourable to 
beet or other root crops last season. In addi- 
tion to unsuitable weather, sugar beet suffered 
badly from an attack of the maggot fly, which 
also attacked mangels, and did more damage 
than usual last season, not only in Ireland, 


but elsewhere. iis w 
OTHER ROOTS. 

Owing to the long continued drought, 
turnips were “‘ gappy ” in the drills and did 
not bulb well. Mangels did not do well, and 
in addition suffered from attacks of the fly. 

Hay proved light, owing te the lateness of 
the actual growing seagon. Any lack of bulk, 
however, was fully made up by the quality. 
There is evidence in the general results that 
many old meadows need manuring, and it is 
to be hoped that this matter will receive at- 
tention. 

The outlook. for flax in the Free State is 
not encouraging. Last year’s crop was a fair 
one, although the yield was under average, 
but prices were disapndinting. | 

MANURES AND SEEDS. 

After a period of scarcity, high-grade basic 
slag is becoming available again at prices 
which show an advance of 12s. to 15s. per 
ton. Where it is not available, suitable low- 
grade slag, mineral phosphates, or the 50-50 
mixture of super and mineral phosphate pro- 
duced bv Irish manvufactygers, may be used. 
Super-phosphate is oer ih on eatigr terms, 
sulphate of ammonia 1s cheaper ; there is 
also a better appreciation of the value of 
potash in conjunction with phosphatic fer- 
tilisers. * 

With regard to agricultural seeds generally, 
I learn that good results may. be expected 
from the 1925 crop, and also that prices are 
easier than a vear ago, 

Where inspectors have been regularly em- 
ployed to see that noxious weeds are de- 
stroyed, such plants as thistle, rag-weed and. 
dock are rapidly disappearing, to the benefit 
of the lan4. Not only'do landholders destroy 
their weeds systematically, but they do it 
in better time. 

AGRICULTURAL PRODUCE (EGGS) ACT 

Although the Agriculthral Produce (Eggs) 
Act, 1925, came into force on Ist August last, 
two months’ grace was allowed to traders to 
comply with its provisions. Every trader of 
standing has shown a desire to co-operate 
with the Department in improving the Irish 
egg trade, and already the results obtained 
are remarkable. In the Free State there are 
469 merchants registered for the export of 


eggs. Previous to the passing of this Act 


there were probably twice that number of 
people engaged in shipping eggs. Now the 
exporters’ premises must be registered and 
pes tr inspection ; they must be constructed 
according to regulations; the eggs must be 
clean, fresh, properly graded and packed ; and 
care must be taken that any bad or dirty 
eggs received are not offered for sale. 
Offenders may be heavily penalised, even 
to the exteilt of losing their licente to export 


eggs. i 

“That the passing of the Act has inspired 
confidence amongst cress-Channel buyers in 
the quahty of Free State ergs is clear from 
some recent quotations in The Grocer.

IRISH BUTTER. 

Good work has alsa been done under the 
Dairv Produce Act for improving and main- 
taining the standard of Irish butter. This 
measure is divided into five parts--(1) Clean- 
liness and order, (2) export oi butter, (3) regis- 
tration of premises, (4) national mark for 
butter, (5) general. Parts 1, ó and 5 are now 
in operation, and it is intended to bring Part 
© into force during the next few. months. 
From the dav that this part of the Act be. 
comes effective, no buttér, except lots tint 
can be sent by parcel post, can be exported 
unless from premises registered under the Act. 
In the meantime, premises are being regis- 
tered. 

In connection with the butter-making 
industry, mention may be made of the fact 
that the surprise butter competitions, which 
were so popular formerly, have been revived ; 
those held in 1925 proved highly satisfactory.

The grazing season was not good. Cattle 
were put on pasture in poor condition follow- 
ing a bad winter, and the grass seemed to Jack 
fattening capacity. A subject of comment 
was the large number of poorly fimished cattle 
offered for sale in the antumn. i 

Restrictions due fo disease outbreaks inter- 
fered with the cross:Channel! trade, and t 
lendings of Canadian ‘cattle at various ports 
also had a weakening effect on Irish fat cattle 
valves. These handicaps, as well as weakness 
in demand, which was possibly due to reduce. 
purchasing power on the other side, depressed 
the trade considerably. . 
SA marked feature of the beef cattle trade 
was the disinclination of exporters to buy 
strong hedvy coarse-bred fat cattle. The de- 
mand was strongly in favour of one and a half 
to two vear old cattle, scahng from 9 to 10 
ewts. For this reason much interest was 
taken inthe Wexford ‘‘ baby beef” expen- 
ments. 

SHEEP AND PIGS. 

In view pf the losses from. fluke sustained 
in many parts of the country, sheep owners 
generally feared for their flocks. Sheep did 
well outside the affected area, and trade was 
fairly good, 

Prices for pigs varied from week to week, 
wat remained at a satisfactory level through- 
out. ° 
HUNTERS IN DEMAND, 

Amongst horses, only young horses suitable 
tor hunters and made hunters met any sort of 
demand. Made hunters ranged from £100 to 
Eas each, and troopers from £30 to £50 
each. 

The demand for hunters has stimulated the 
crossing of more strong-bonet mares with the 
thoroughbred, and the hoom which the light 
horse has obtained owing to the success of the 
bloodstock sales at Ballsbridge cannbt fail to 
make the breed more popular in raising high- 
class hunters. 

COW TESTING. : 

So much stress was laid upon the Utility 
Cow Testing Associations at the recent Con- 
gress in Mallow that very little more remains 
togbe said. The first volume of the “ Register 
of Non-Pedigree Dairy Cattle” has now been 
published by the Department of Agriculture. 
This shows that in 1916 there were in all Ire- 
land 48 associations, with 630 members, and 
7,794 cows under test. In 1921 there were 
115 associations, with 2,064 members, and 
26,505 cows. In 1922, in the Free State area 
there were 144 associations, with 2,691 mem- 
bers, and 35,456 cows; while in 1925 the 
figures had increased to 177 associations, 3,681 
members, and 44,299 cows. ia 

Under the heading of implement loans. a 
sum of £10,000 was available to approved 
applicants who desired to procure agficultural 
implements or machinery. Between 700 and 

such loans were granted, and the money 
Was exhausted early in the autumn. The 
scheme was then temporarily withdrawn, but 
will, doubtless, be renewed this season.

LAST ANGLO-SAXON 
FARM. 


RELIC OF PRE-FEUDAL DAYS. 
The suggestion of Mr. Montagu Fordham, 
that the open field farm of Lexington, or 


‘Laxton, should be preserved as a national 


memorial, as the last of Anglo-Saxon$ farms, 
has directed widespread attention to ‘one of 
isolated areas in the Midland 
‘counti 2s. 

This relic of pre-feudal days stands on a 
bleak plateau not far from the site of an 
old castle, of which only a covered mound 
now exists, and is equi-distant from Retford 
and Newark, and on the northerly verge of 
the Dukeries. ‘The property belongs to Ear! 
Manvers, and consists of 900 acres, divided 
into approximately twelve hundred plots. 
To the visitor, Laxton differs from other 
farms, or estates, in that as far as the eye 
can reach no fence, hedge, or farm building 
can be seen. 

All round are the wide open fields—three 
in number, West Field, Mill Field, and 
South Field—and a big common stretching 
away to Wellow Wood. 

The principle of the system is simple 
enough. One big field is reserved for wheat, 
& second for spring corn, barley, oats, beans, 
peas, etc., and the third lies fallow. So the 
rotation goes on year after year, 

The fields are divided into narrow strips 
among the tenants, the only boundary be- 
tween them being a thin belt of grass. 

As soon as the harvest is gathered the 
commoners have the right of pasturing on 
the two fields which had been under crops. 
It rests with a field jury of twelve, ap- 
pointed by the din themselves, to Jay 
when ‘the fields Shall be declared open, or 
that animals might be turned in where some 
crops were tention 

A dilatory cultivator is thus kept up to 
the mark. 

Each of the tenants, of whom there are 
thirty, has a certain acreage in each field; 
most of the holdings are in small pieces, 
dotted about so as to give them a bit on 
each class of soil which the field contains, 
and there are many. 

As a system the Laxton system stands 
utterly condemned from the point ci view 
of sound economics. 


CAMDEN TOWN MURDER. 
ARREST IN A COFFEE HOUSE.

T. LEADER’S TREBLE. 


From Our ‘TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Sunday Night. 


It seems’ that we are on the eve of an 
agitation in favour of more long distance 
races. The Stewards of the Jockey Club 
have promised Sir John Kutherford that they 
will give consideration to his plea fer an 
increase in the number of such events. One 
or two Executives—Kempton, for example, 
which has made the Queen's Prize two miles 
instead uf a mile and a halfi—are bestirring . 
themselves ins the matter, and now Mr. 
Lambton has, in a aew publication called 
English Life, produced a strongly-worded 
article, in which_he asserts that there is a 
deterioration hr the .horses that run for 
iong-distance races, and that one of the 
reasons for this deterioration is that there 
are not enough long-distance races for four- 
year-olds and upwards. All round an “ at- 
mosphere’ in favour of more of them is 


being created, ani is possible that the 
deckey Club Wilke definite action in the 


niatter. 

There are many interesting contentions in 
Mr. Lambton’s article. One is that, owing 
tu the great preponderance of races of a mile 
and under, and the fact that there is much 
more money to be won with speedy non- 
staying horses, the whole system of training 
is gradually being changed. Another is that, 
as there are so few jockeys who can wait 
with a horse, he is nearly always given a 
hard race. | 

Now, I think that there have been twe 
nen who are mainiy responsible for the 
‘changes that Mr, Lambton mentions—and 
they have been remarkable changes—Tod 
Sloan and Richard Wootton. Sloan by jump- 
ing off in front and going all the way 
revolutionised the system of riding in: this 
country; and to a lesser, but still an im- 
portant extent, Richard Wootton changed 
the system of training. 

Sloan was a genius aud an artist on a 
horse, and although he did ride his horse 
from’ the start, he did not always give him 
what we know as a hard race. lt is his 
inferior imitators: with his methods and none 
of his unquestioned skill that have reduced 
the riding of races to the point that we 
see every day, a point which has excited 
Mr. Lambton’s strong criticism. 

THE “ SHARPENING UP” PROCESS~ 

Before Wootton arrived from Australia the 
old-fashioned trainers seldom hurried their 
horses. It was canter, canter, canter steadily 
for months, or, as Mr. Lambton calls it, 
‘the nice, quiet preparation in which a horse 
gradually comes to himself in condition, 
knowledge and strength.’’ These slow and 
sure methods did not suit the man from 
Australia, who -was in a hurry, and had a 


keen desire io win. races quickly. He in- 
trodweed what fhe called the ‘ sharpening 
up ‘* pro PSs, The instructions to his lads 


when at work of the Downs were: “Go Ike 
the deace fmt gate, and go all the way.”’ 
That wascwhat might be called the ‘* inten 
sive system” of training, and in AVootton’s 
case it was succgssful from his. &mmercial 
point. of view. He won a great number of 
races in u short space of time, and he 1S 
popularly credited with haying accumulated 
a considerable fortune. 

Naturally other trainers who saw he was 
winning more races than they were beginning 
to study and adopt his methods. Taylor, of 
course, was a notable exception. He goes 
along im the old way with much success, 
and the many victories of his horses in long 
distance events is a proof of the truth of 
Mr. Lambton’s suggestion that many of our 
trainers have lost the art of preparing 
Stavers, 

| have sugzested more than once here that 
the krench trainers are superior to the 
English in this matter of training: stayers, 
for the simple reason that, there being more 
long than short events for four-year-old and 
upwards in-their courtry, they have to con- 
centrate more on this particular branch of 
the business. R 

Prohablv the Sloan-Wootten methods of 
hiding and training. have been worked to 
death, with no beneficial result to the 
thoroughbred, and we are now experiencing 
the inevitable reaction. “ What is the 
remedv, asks Mr. Lambton, and.answers it 
thus, “ There is only one—that is, more long- 
distance races and fewer short ones. lf this 
ever comes about, of which I confess I] almost 
despair, then the training and riding will 
also chang®.”’ It is possible that the train- 
ing will change, for if there ave plenty of 
good -long-distance races to be run, trainers 
will soon concentrate more on trying to win 
them and trying to make stayers of their 
horses, but I venture to say that it will take 
a very long time to change the riding. 
ROCK SAND’'S TREBLE. 

It was in 1903 that | Sand won the 
Two Thousand Guineas. Derby and St. 
Leger. That was aboutAhe time that the 
Sloan methods were being generally adopted, 
though some were still holding out avainst 
them. Since then no horse has won the three 
races. It was almost the rule before the 
Sloan days for a Classic horse to have a 
successful third season. Now it is the excep- 
tion, and most people who follow racing 
closely will agree with Mr. Lambton’'s con 
tention that it is: the system of riding races
